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Hon.  John  F.  Fitzgerald, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston : 

Sir,  — -  The  report  of  the  Institutions  Registration  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1906,  is  herewith 
respectfully  submitted. 

Some  slight  changes  have  occurred  in  the  personnel  of  the 
department  during  the  past  year,  which  is  the  ninth  in  its 
existence.  One  clerk  resigned  to  go  into  business,  and  his 
place  has  not  yet  been  filled  by  a  permanent  appointment 
from  the  civil  service  list.  The  regular  force  employed  in  the 
office  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  transportation  and  ambu¬ 
lance  service  consists  at  the  present  time  of  twelve  persons, 
in  addition  to  the  registrar  and  the  two  examining  physicians. 
No  specifically  new  work  has  been  undertaken.  The  efforts 
to  put  the  large  accumulation  of  important  settlement  history 
material  into  more  available  shape  for  reference  and  preserva¬ 
tion  have  been  continued  and  with  excellent  results. 

The  details  of  the  service  rendered  by  the  department  are 
told  below.  Although  no  new  functions  have  been  under¬ 
taken,  the  general  work  of  the  department  expands  year  by 
year.  An  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  who,  for  various 
causes,  are  unable  to  shift  for  themselves  and  seek  the  care 
of  city  and  state  institutions,  is  a  natural  consequence  of  the 
growth  and  congestion  of  population  ;  it  is  not  necessarily  an 
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indication  of  untoward  economic  conditions  or  of  greater 
prevalence  of  disease.  On  the  contrary,  so  far  as  the  returns 
of  this  department  reflect  social  conditions,  they  suggest 
nothing  out  of  the  normal. 

The  general  status  of  the  department  remains  what  it 
always  has  been,  and  it  is  therefore  unnecessary  to  restate 
its  duties  and  the  place  it  holds  among  the  city  departments 
devoted  to  the  care  of  dependent,  delinquent  and  defective 
classes  of  the  population. 


Investigation  of  Settlement. 

As  the  constituted  admitting  agency  to  city  and  state  insti¬ 
tutions  for  adult  dependents  who  are  residents  in  Boston,  it 
continues  to  be  the  chief  duty  of  the  Institutions  Registration 
Department  to  receive  applications  for  the  admission  of 
paupers,  the  commitment  of  the  insane,  dipsomaniacs  and 
other  defectives,  and  to  dispose  of  them  after  careful  inquiry 
into  the  liability  of  the  city  for  the  support  of  those  who  are 
not  wards  of  the  state. 

During  the  year  ending  January  31,  1906,  the  department 
was  called  upon  to  investigate  6,133  settlements,  122  more 
than  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  settlement  work 
has  not  been  quite  so  large  in  1905  as  compared  with  the 
immediately  preceding  year ;  but  the  figures  indicate  a  growing 
pressure  for  public  support,  which  is  further  reflected  in  the 
number  of  actual  admissions  and  commitments  to  institutions. 

As  in  former  years,  the  department  continues  to  investi¬ 
gate  and  report  upon  settlements  for  the  Children’s  Institu¬ 
tions  Trustees.  The  total  number  of  such  settlement  cases 
was  518,  or  an  increase  of  125  for  the  year,  whereas  in  the 
two  preceding  years  a  perceptible  diminution  had  occurred  in 
this  group  of  settlement  cases.  In  practically  all  instances 
it  is  necessary  to  carry  on  the  settlement  investigations  out¬ 
side  of  the  office  ;  that  is,  the  homes  of  the  applicants  must 
be  visited  and  their  relatives  or  friends  interviewed,  in  order 
to  obtain  the  information  and  evidence  upon  which  the 
settlements  are  eventually  determined.  Again,  attention  is 
directed  to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  settlements  inquired 
into,  aside  from  those  relating  exclusively  to  children,  will 
always  be  somewhat  larger  than  the  actual  number  of  appli¬ 
cations  made  to  the  department,  for  the  reason  that  many 
dependent  persons  for  whose  support  the  City  of  Boston  is 
liable  are  sent  to  public  institutions  from  other  cities  and  towns. 
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Admission  of  Paupers. 

The  direct  applications  to  the  department  for  some  form  of 
institutional  care  numbered  4,970,  or  a  decrease  of  35  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  but  did  not  result  in  a 
lessened  number  of  admissions  and  commitments,  as  will 
presently  be  shown.  In  59  cases  the  applications  were  re¬ 
fused  for  sufficient  reasons,  or  in  11  more  than  last  year, 
while  418  were  withdrawn,  or  138  less  than  1904-05.  The 
admissions  and  commitments  to  city  or  state  institutions 
reached  the  total  of  4,493.  This  is  equivalent  to  an  increase 
of  92,  as  against  an  increase  of  576  recorded  in  last  year’s 
report. 

As  usual  the  paupers  sent  to  city  or  state  institutions  out¬ 
numbered  all  the  other  classes  of  dependents  combined. 
They  were  distributed  among  institutions  as  follows :

An  increase  of  only  thirty  in  the  number  of  admissions  to 
the  State  Hospital,  to  which  are  sent  exclusively  persons  with¬ 
out  a  legal  settlement  in  Boston,  hardly  represents  the  normal 
growth  of  this  class  of  cases,  judging  by  the  average  increase 
for  recent  years.  No  special  reason  can  be  assigned  for  this 
apparent  falling  off,  which,  as  shown,  has  not  been  accom¬ 
panied  by  a  larger  number  of  paupers  sent  to  the  local  insti¬ 
tutions.  At  the  present  time,  as  in  the  past,  very  many 
of  the  cases  sent  to  the  State  Hospital  are  persons  afflicted 
with  tuberculosis  who  cannot  get  adequate  hospital  treatment 
elsewhere.  And  there  has  certainly  been  no  slackening  in 
the  efforts  to  provide  for  sick  of  this  class.  The  Board  of 
Health,  practising  physicians,  district  nurses,  charitable 
workers  and  others  continue  to  report  the  many  cases  of 
tuberculosis  coming  under  their  observation  which  cannot  be 
properly  taken  care  of  in  their  own  homes.  The  smaller  in¬ 
crease,  as  compared  with  last  year,  in  total  cases  sent  to 
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the  State  Hospital,  does  not  point  to  a  diminution  in  tuber¬ 
culous  patients,  but  rather  to  a  relatively  slighter  distress 
due  to  other  causes. 

Almost  without  exception  the  consumptive  patients  sent 
to  the  State  Hospital  are  in  an  advanced  stage  of  the 
disease.  They  go  there  rather  because  they  must  than  in 
hopes  of  being  cured. 

The  absolute  decrease  in  admissions  to  the  Long  Island 
Almshouse  and  Hospital  has  not  been  occasioned  by  a 
diminution  in  the  number  of  persons  needing  hospital  care 
on  account  of  consumption.  The  facilities  of  this  institution, 
which  continues  to  be  the  only  one  in  the  city  for  patients 
of  this  class,  have  been  taxed  to  its  utmost  capacity  this  year. 
As  was  remarked  in  last  year’s  report  and  still  holds  true, 
“  At  no  time  has  the  need  of  a  separate  hospital  for  their 
care  been  so  evident.  A  thoroughly  hopeful  crusade  for  the 
prevention  of  tuberculosis  cannot  be  undertaken  until  the 
facilities  are  at  hand  for  the  cure  of  incipient  cases.”  At 
present  there  is  hardly  room  for  those  who  must  be  removed 
as  much  for  the  safety  of  others  as  in  hopes  that  treatment 
will  affect  recovery. 

Of  the  admissions  to  the  Long  Island  Almshouse  of  other 
classes  of  cases,  it  can  be  said  that  their  number  fluctuates 
more  or  less  in  response  to  the  prevailing  policy  in  granting 
or  denying  applications.  The  Institutions  Registration 
Department  being  purely  the  admitting  agency,  is  governed 
in  this  matter  by  the  regulations  adopted  by  the  Pauper 
Trustees.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  admissions  to  the 
Charlestown  Almshouse  is  practically  the  same  as  noted  for 
last  year. 

It  was  necessary  to  remove  no  less  than  191  sick  persons 
in  the  ambulance  —  a  further  evidence  of  the  extent  to  which 
the  department  deals  with  the  very  sick.  In  fact,  refusal  to 
remove  patients  must  sometimes  be  made,  so  near  are  they  to 
death.  The  policy  has  been  continued  of  placing  the  ambu¬ 
lance  at  the  service  of  private  institutions  in  emergency  cases 
which  frequently  occur.  The  department  took  charge  of 
many  persons  reported  to  it  by  the  Board  of  Health,  nearly 
all  of  whom  were  far  gone  in  consumption. 

Commitments  of  the  Insane,  Dipsomaniacs  and 

Epileptics. 

No  change  has  occurred  in  the  duties  of  the  department 
relative  to  the  commitment  of  these  clases.  The  necessary 
medical  examinations  are  made  as  heretofore  by  two  regularly 
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employed  physicians,  with  occasional  outside  assistance.  The 
medical  examinations  during  the  year  numbered  961.  In 
all  1,011  persons  were  committed  to  public  institutions 
through  the  medium  of  the  department,  an  increase  of  58 
over  last  year.  Among  them  were  570  insane,  or  18  more 
than  in  1904,  who  were  sent  in  the  following  numbers  to 
the  various  hospitals :

There  were  34 .  persons  committed  to  the  Massachusetts 
Hospital  for  Epileptics  as  against  25  a  year  ago. 

During  1902  to  1904  there  was  a  notable  diminution  in 
the  number  of  commitments  of  residents  of  Boston  to  the 
State  Hospital  for  dipsomaniacs  at  Foxboro.  It  seemed  a 
natural  sequence  of  the  stricter  policy  adopted  by  the  hospi¬ 
tal  authorities  in  excluding  unpromising  or  unworthy  cases, 
supplemented  as  it  was  by  a  closer  scrutiny  of  applications 
for  commitment  before  they  were  acted  upon  by  this  depart¬ 
ment.  The  department  has  consistently  refused  to  seek  the 
commitment  of  persons  as  curable  cases  who  were  known  to 
have  a  penal  record  on  account  of  drunkenness,  or  who  for 
other  reasons  seemed  incapable  of  being  benefited  by  sys¬ 
tematic  hospital  treatment. 

In  the  past  year,  however,  there  has  been  a  marked  up¬ 
ward  tendency  in  the  number  of  valid  applications  to  the 
Foxboro  Hospital,  and  no  less  than  102  commitments  were 
made,  as  against  61a  year  ago.  A  part  of  this  increase  is 
no  doubt  due  to  the  reduction  of  the  definite  term  of  com¬ 
mitment  from  six  to  three  months.  The  Foxboro  Hospital 
appears  at  present  to  be  in  a  state  of  transition.  If,  as  seems 
not  improbable,  it  will  eventually  become  chiefly  an  institu¬ 
tion  for  insane  persons,  the  problem  of  how  to  provide  for 
the  victims  of  the  drink  habit  who  need  institutional  treat¬ 
ment,  that  cannot  be  obtained  elsewhere,  will  become  a  serious 
one,  at  least  so  far  as  Boston  is  concerned.  Whether  or  not 
the  Foxboro  Hospital  has  quite  fulfilled  the  hopes  of  its 
founders,  as  a  curative  establishment  for  drunkards,  may  be 
open  to  question.  But  that  many  have  been  helped  through 
its  ministrations  is  a  matter  of  record ;  besides  to  hundreds 
of  patients,  as  well  as  their  families,  it  has  afforded  temporary 
safety  not  to  be  gained  by  any  other  means.  Without  such  an 
institution  a  return  to  jail  commitments  in  many  cases  of 
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inebriety  would  be  inevitable ;  and  the  treatment  of  a  dis- 
%/ 

ease  by  imprisonment  is  a  thoroughly  discredited  method. 

The  group  of  cases  now  being  sent  to  the  Observation 
Hospital  at  Deer  Island  numbered  305  as  against  314  a 
year  ago,  and  280  two  years  ago,  and  therefore  shows  no  sign 
of  diminution.  Of  the  persons  thus  committed  176  men  and 
42  women  had  delirium  tremens,  while  68  men  and  19 
women  were  merely  placed  under  medical  observation  in 
regard  to  their  sanity.  Later  on  31  were  committed  to  public 
hospitals  as  insane. 

Repeated  reference  has  been  made  in  the  reports  of  this 
department  to  the  anomalous  condition  which  makes  it 
necessary,  for  lack  of  suitable  provision,  to  send  alcoholics, 
or  persons  who  must  be  placed  under  observation  until  their 
mental  condition  can  be  determined,  to  a  hospital  which  is  a 
part  of  a  penal  institution.  For  years  Boston  has  greatly 
needed  a  properly  equipped  detention  hospital  for  this  class 
of  men  and  women.  In  other  communities  this  link  in  the 
hospital  system  has  already  been  provided,  or  the  plans  for  it 
are  under  discussion.  A  humane  treatment  of  this  particular 
group  of  public  wards  requires  that  they  should  be  cared  for 
in  a  separate  institution.  The  lack  of  a  detention  hospital  is 
particularly  distressing  in  the  cases  of  persons  who,  while 
away  from  home  and  friends,  suddenly  become  unbalanced, 
and  who  now  must  be  treated  virtually  as  prisoners.  Even 
a  person  who  has  been  brought  to  the  verge  of  insanity 
through  his  own  fault,  or  has  lapsed  wholly  into  the  class  of 
the  demented,  is  entitled  to  something  better  than  temporary 
confinement  in  a  cell  and  subsequent  commitment  to  a  hos¬ 
pital,  which  is  an  integral  part  of  a  prison,  until  a  final  dispo¬ 
sition  can  be  made. 

The  Monthly  Bulletin. 

The  department  continues  to  publish  a  bulletin  exhibiting 
by  months  and  in  detail  the  number  of  Boston  cases  supported 
in  city  and  state  institutions,  as  well  as  the  number  of  per¬ 
sons  who  receive  outdoor  aid  from  the  municipality.  The 
following  figures  taken  from  the  issue  of  January  31,  1905, 
show  by  classes  how  many  persons  were  maintained  wholly 
or  in  part  at  the  expense  of  the  city  on  that  date.  The 
insane  in  state  institutions  are  no  longer  included,  as  they  are 
directly  maintained  by  the  state.  In  state  institutions  there 
were  supported  by  the  city  25  dipsomaniacs,  197  feeble¬ 
minded,  45  epileptics,  and  20  paupers  —  a  total  of  287,  or  46 
more  than  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year.  The  decrease 
is  divided  among  all  classes  except  dipsomaniacs. 
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In  city  institutions  there  were  1,440  prisoners,  of  whom 
1,186  were  confined  at  the  House  of  Correction  on  Deer 
Island,  and  254  at  the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  a  reduction  of 
243  as  compared  with  a  year  ago.  There  were,  further,  15 
observation  cases  and  4  children  of  imprisoned  mothers. 

In  the  local  almshouses  there  were  1,036  paupers,  921  at 
the  Long  Island  and  115  at  the  Charlestown  Almshouses,  or 
95  less  than  a  year  ago. 

In  charge  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  at  the  Wayfarers’ 
Lodge  and  Temporary  Home  were  84  persons. 

The  insane  under  the  care  of  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital 
numbered  692,  an  increase  of  41  for  the  year. 

The  City  Hospital  with  692  patients  shows  an  increase  of 
23. 

The  Children’s  Institutions  had  441  inmates,  namely,  160 
at  the  House  of  Reformation  and  281  in  the  Parental  School, 
or  for  both  places  7  3  in  excess  of  last  year. 

The  total  population  of  all  public  institutions  in  Boston 
numbered  4,691  as  against  4,651  on  the  corresponding  date 
of  1905. 

Outside  of  institutions  there  were  1,271  children  in  charge 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  Children.  Of  these,  300  were 
on  probation,  424  indentured,  and  547  boarded  in  families. 
This  group  shows  an  increase  of  94.  There  were  also  3,319 
persons  under  the  care  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and 
2,735  carried  on  the  rolls  of  the  Soldiers’  Relief  Department. 

The  total  of  all  classes  in  Boston  institutions  or  in  receipt 
of  outdoor  aid  was  11,729,  a  decrease  of  768  as  compared 
with  the  same  date  of  1904-05.  During  the  entire  month  of 
January,  1906,  the  whole  number  of  dependents,  defectives 
and  delinquents  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  City  of 
Boston  was  19,796,  or  470  less  than  a  year  ago.  These  fig¬ 
ures  do  not  include  residents  of  Boston  who  have  become 
insane  and  are  now  being  cared  for  at  public  expense  in  state 
institutions. 

Ordinarily  an  increase  is  noted  from  year  to  year  in  the 
number  of  persons  maintained  by  the  city  in  institutions  and 
through  outdoor  aid.  The  decrease  noted  for  the  past  year 
is  therefore  gratifying.  It  certainly  does  not  signify  a  relaxa¬ 
tion  of  effort  to  aid  those  who  are  suffering.  Boston  has 
always  been  reasonably  lavish  in  expenditures  for  this  purpose, 
and  at  no  time  have  the  facilities  for  the  maintenance  and 
supervision  of  the  dependents  been  better  than  at  present. 
The  largest  diminution,  as  indicated  above,  occurred  in  the 
prison  population,  which  is  most  subject  to  fluctuations;  but 
the  expected  increase  in  dependents  of  the  pauper  class  has 
not  taken  place  and  is  especially  a  matter  for  congratulation. 
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Registration. 

A  necessary  part  of  the  routine  work  of  the  office  is  the 
collection  and  preservation  of  data  relating  to  all  persons  who 
are  public  charges  upon  the  municipality.  So  long  as  the 
possession  of  a  legal  settlement  is  a  requirement  for  entrance 
to  local  institutions,  it  behooves  the  department  to  have  all 
information  relating  to  settlement  histories  at  hand  for 
reference.  Beyond  this,  an  intelligent  disposition  of  appli¬ 
cations  demands  a  knowledge  of  the  previous  public  history, 
if  any,  of  the  applicant.  Therefore  the  department  seeks 
through  its  registration  system  to  have  full  information  in 
convenient  form  regarding  all  persons  who  come  into  relations 
with  the  city  as  its  charges,  whether  through  this  department 
or  some  other.  Besides,  the  department  makes  it  a  business  to 
supply  officials  and  private  individuals,  who  are  entitled  to 
it,  with  needful  facts  concerning  all  persons  supported  by  the 
municipality.  A  glance  at  the  inventory  of  the  office,  printed 
on  another  page,  will  indicate  the  extent  to  which  the  files  of 
the  department  have  grown. 

General  Remarks. 

In  an  opinion  rendered  on  November  8,  1905,  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  holds  that  the  city  is  not  liable  for  the 
support  of  pupils  at  the  Massachusetts  School  for  Feeble¬ 
minded  who  have  a  legal  settlement  in  Boston.  The  city 
has  accordingly  refused  further  payment  for  this  group.  If 
upon  trial  the  courts  should  sustain  the  opinion  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  Counsel  it  would  mean  an  annual  saving  to  the  city 
of  approximately  $25,000.  When  the  matter  was  first  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  legal  authorites,  it  was  believed  that 
Boston  could  be  held  liable  for  the  support  of  legally  settled 
persons  who  are  committed  as  feeble-minded  to  the  state 
institutions. 

Of  a  mass  of  routine  work  involved  in  receiving  and  acting 
upon  thousands  of  applications,  as  well  as  in  distributing 
thousands  among  institutions,  no  detailed  statement  can  be 
made.  But  it  must  be  emphasized  anew  that  the  office 
facilities  for  handling  the  work  remain  as  they  always  have 
been — inadequate  and  unfit.  It  has  been  said  before  in 
several  annual  reports,  and  must  be  repeated:  The  receiving 
rooms  in  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  keep  very  sick  persons 
for  hours  at  a  time  are  hardly  habitable  in  cold  weather ;  at 
all  seasons  they  are  unsanitary,  and  both  applicants  and  those 
looking  after  their  wants  are  exposed  to  grave  risks.  Con- 
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sidering  the  many  persons  who  wander  in  and  out  in  advanced 
stages  of  communicable  disease,  it  is  a  wonder  that  the 
consequences  to  the  office  force  have  not  been  more  serious. 
No  amount  of  patchwork  suffices  to  make  the  receiving-rooms 
what  they  should  be.  The  menace  to  health  lurking  in 
them  cannot  be  avoided  except  by  removal  to  other  quarters. 

The  office  itself  is  not  only  ill-suited  to  ordinary  needs, 
being  located  on  a  public  thoroughfare  in  constant  use  by 
people  who  have  no  business  with  the  department,  but 
absolutely  forbids  that  privacy  which  persons  who  come  to 
tell  the  sad  plight  of  those  dearest  to  them  have  every  right 
to  demand. 


Financial. 

The  total  appropriation  for  the  year  was  $23,500  and  the 
total  expenditure  $23,493.32,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance 
of  $6.68.  No  increase  in  appropriation  is  sought,  although 
an  increase  in  work  may  well  be  anticipated.  As  in  the  past, 
the  department  will  continue  to  live  within  a  reasonable 
allowance.
